Reasonable efforts have been made 
by Applicant to find information about die INTEGRA system. However, Applicant has been unable to locate 
any documentation, including any product literature, relating to the INTEGRA system. However, a search of 
the U.S. Food & Dnig Administration's ("FDA") wetosite, and more specifically the FDA's 5100c) Premarket 
Notification Database accessed online via the world wide web, has uncovered a premarket notification 
(510(k)) summary relating to the INTEGRA Blood Glucose Monitoring System, a copy of which is herewith 
included. The premaricet notification (510(k)) summary shows a "Date Received" of May 2, 1989 and a 
"Decision Date" of August 3, 1989. Furthermore, Aiq)licant has been unable to vaify specific <btes relating to 
public knowledge of the System. However, Applicant believes that the INTEGRA system was m development 
at least as eariy as 1989, as evidenced by the 510(k) summary sheet, and was shown at a tradeshow in the 
early 1990's.
